Judge Kidder visited Red . Cloud 
at the’ opening of the Sioux council, re­ 
maining twenty day's .ormore:' Sick­ 
ness in his family cailed him home bé^ 
fore the conclusion of the treatji ^.ut he 
seems to have labpred faithfully while 
there, and did his share -toward defeat- 
ipg a combination to giyé the route via 
Cheyehrte the exclusive right oif way to 
the Hills.

ter. There is no question as to the ex­

Glass, 
and still another to Col. Brownson, and 
as a result the whole tract was a gar­ 
den in which the writer found tomatos, 
winter squashes, and dent corn fully 
matured, and all of the very finest quaN 
ity. 
Indeed the writer has never seen 
squashes or potatoes which can even 
be compared in flavor and excellence to 
those produced in this vicmity. 
The 
corn was well filled and, th * ears per­ 
fect, and would yield not less than sixty 
bushels to the acre. Of radishes four 
crops were produced one sown after the 
other and, they too, were most excellent. 
The beets were small but fine grained 
aand fine flavored; melons and citrons 
were medium sized but handsome in ap­ 
pearance and fully ripe. 
Peas planted 
early in the season flowered and podded 
juntil frosts, yielding one crop after an­ 
other, with a full plump berry. Not a 
thing planted failed 
to mature from 
lack of time or from a lack of moisture 
—the only failures !were through grass­ 
hopper depredations. Brownscn’sfarm 
is one mile from town, cornering half a 
mile from the townsite, and is on the 
bluffs overlooking the village; it embra­ 
ces 160 acres and is held as a soldiers 
homestead.
